Princes and States, but was figned in quite another 
Manner than formerly his Majefty, as well as his 
moft ferene Predeceflors, have always figned th: 
Letters written totheir High Mightinefles; two 
Formalities, which their, High Mightineffes could 
not help, obferving, as fomething extraordinary ; 
. imputing them however, rather to fome Miftake of 
the Secretary’s Office, than to any Intention to give 
Offence to. the Republick.: But that the true Resfon 
of their High Mightinefles not eet the faid 
Letter, was, that their High Mightinefles confide- 
red it was written much about the fame Time, that 
their High Mightinefles, by their Refolution of 
the 24th of January this Year, anfwered Secretary 
Oliver’s. Memarials, the Sub{tance of which was

St. Philippe has prefented to them. 

That they have therein feeun with a great deal 
of Pleafure, the new Affurauces he gives them of 
his Majefty’s fincere tutention and Zeal for the Pre.

That their H.Mightinefts hope, and perfwade 
themfelves, That neither his Majefty nor any elf, 
can have another Opinion of them than.this, that 
they have as much at Heart the Preferyation of the 
public Quiet as eny whofoever, » That they can 
truly affirm, they rejoiced when they learnt that
